YIELDS OF BUSH FRUITS 


berry for two years on one row ninety 
feet in length was at the rate of more 
than 205 bushels per acre. Under 
field conditions, cultivated raspberries 
produce from 50 to 100 bushels of 
crop per acre, according to the sea- 
son. Gooseberries at 40 pounds per 
bushel yielded at the rate of 909 
bushels to the acre. Red currants 
gave 202 bushels to the acre in one 
instance and 409 bushels in another. 
These figures are taken from a new 
bulletin issued by the Experimental 
farms at Ottawa on the subject of 
“Bush Fruits.” In this pamphlet the 
currant, gooseberry, respberry, black- 
berry, dewberry and loganberry are

bought for $35, but today you could 
not buy them for $150 an acre as 
a result of the irrigation schemes. 

While we may speak about the huge 
amount of money required to put these 
irrigation schemes into operation and 
the consequent liabilities upon the 
government to have latid increase 
from $15 to $135, any land company 
or srovernment that possesses land 
ifereasing t othat extent would not 
consider that a very heavy liability. 

1 am a little disappointed © that 
more of these people who are so de- 
sirous of this southern Alberta devel- 
opment scheme are not present today. 
I do not think it is any desire on their 
part not to lend their support and 
interest to this, but they are counting 
their dollars today and find they are 
very small in number. It is only 
in the hope they have of bringing 
forth the waters that keeps them on 
the land today. 

In conelusion 1 wish 
that irrigation is beyond the experi- 
mental stage and when these five or 
six hundred thousand additional acres 
of land come under irrigation, I do 
not think the north will have anything: 
to say as to not making a living in 
the South. It will be a place where 
the people in the North will be able 
to finish their stock and send them 
to the market in a perfect condition.
